I n this issue I will report on the 
presentation made at the 1997 
MUFON Symposium by 
Cynthia Hind entitled Sightings 
From an African Casebook. 

Cynthia Hind grew up in South 
Africa. While studying for a BA in 
English at Cape Town University, 
she joined the South African 
Women’s Army Air Force and 
served three years until the end of 
World War U. She married an 
R.A.F. pilot and went to live in 
England for eleven years after 
which, the frunily emigrated back to 
Rhodesia and started a furniture 
factory. Hind was a director and 
liad the job of buying all fribrics. 
The company was sold in 1983 and 
her husband died in 1986. 

Hind wrote a book in 1982 enti¬ 
tled UFOs —African Encounters, 
has publislied some of her investi¬ 
gations in the MUFON UFO Jour¬ 
nal over the years and has contrib¬ 
uted to books written by several 
prominent authors. 

She has had a unique opportunity 
to record cases which are uirtar- 
nished by the media and uninflu¬ 
enced by Western civilization. 

Many of her subjects speak no 
English and know nothing of UFO 
happenings elsewhere. 

Her first account involved a 
&rmer, Danie van Graan, in South 
Africa. In the early morning of July 
31, 1975, Danie went out to check 
his sheep in their enclosure. As he 


approached, he though he was see¬ 
ing the aluminum roof of a trailer 
standing in the enclosure. Knowing 
that there were some government 
uranium prospectors in the area, 
Danie felt surprised that they had 
not asked his permission to locate 
there. He decided to go over and 
have a cup of coffee with them. 
Drawing closer, he realized that the 
windows were not those of a trailer 
and that the structure was standing 
on three legs. He could see three 
small (1 meter) men inside and their 
movements appeared to be in slow 
motion. They were thin and pale 
with fair hair, slanting eyes, and 
high cheek bones coming down to a 
pointed diin. They were wearing 
cream-colored overalls with hoods 
pushed back over their heads. One 
of them was standing near a panel 
with flashing triangular lights. 

The craft was making a humming 
sound. When he was about ten feet 
from it, he saw the men look up at 
him and a light beam hit him in the 
eyes, making him feel as though he 
was drowning. When the beam 
went off, he realized that his nose 
was bleeding. The machine took off 
at incredible speed and just missed 
hitting the windmill by inches. 
Danie later suffered from double 
vision. 

No plants grew within a 6-ft di¬ 
ameter at the center of the landing 
and soil samples from this center 
showed a high acidic content. A 
young woman and her son, who 
had also seen the craft, were so 
afraid that they moved avray and 
became untraceable. Hind 
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visited Daoie three times and 
he died a short time later, rid¬ 
dled with cancer. Hind won¬ 
dered if the light beam had 
been some kind of warning 
intended to keep him away 
from the craft. 

For Hind, abduction cases in 
Africa are rare. In the case of 
two Caucasian women living in 
Johannesburg, she found at 
least fifteen similarities to ac¬ 
counts contained in books by 
David Jacobs and C. B. Bryan. 

Regarding alleged UFO 
crashes. Hind attributes all to 
rumors and hoaxes. She was 
never able to find any details of 
a supposed crash in the 1950’s 
as told to her by Leonard 
Stringfield. She attributes two 
other crash reports to forged 
documents and rumors embel¬ 
lished by a person named 
— James-vtui Greue^t- - — 

In Ruwa, the Ariel School is 
privately run with tuition paid 
by parents of the multi-ethnic 
students who range from 5 to 
13 years of age. On a Friday 
(the year was not stated), the 
teachers were in a staff meet¬ 
ing during the morning break. 
While they were outside for 
recess, 62 of the 250 children 
saw a large craft with smaller 
ships come in along the elec¬ 
tricity pylons (using them as a 
guide) and land about 200 
yards from where they were 
playing. The children saw a 
door open and two little men 
getting out! One sat upon the 
craft and the other ran back 
and forth in front of the chil¬ 
dren — the first entity soon 
joined second in this peculiar 
running behavior. The children 


reported that tire two little men 
wore shiny black suits, had 
long black hair, pale faces with 
large, slanting eyes, two nos¬ 
trils, a slit for a mouth and had 
“scrawny” necks. They esti¬ 
mated the entities to be about 1 
meter (39.4 inches) tall. 

Several children described 
the creatures to appear 
“confused” and moved in slow 
motion. One boy said that a 
strong wind came past them 
when the objects landed. 

Many of the children were 
traumatized by the event and 
had nightmares. Dr. John 
Mack went to Afirica shortly 
afterward and some of the 
children told him that they had 
received (telepathic) messages 
indicating doom if we did not 
try to improve our ecology. 

Hind is presently investigat¬ 
ing several cases. The most 
interesting involves an entity 
and no craft. Lloyd, a 17-year 
old schoolboy, decided to get 
up about 1:00 AM to do some 
schoolwork. He heard a click¬ 
ing sound. When it persisted, 
he went outside and hid behind 
a hedge. He spotted a 1-meter- 
tall creature walking down the 
road, away from him. It was 
dressed in while and was 
wearing an aerial with a flash¬ 
ing red light at its base. Lloyd 
ran into the house and later 
told Hind that he was 
“asphyxiated with fear.” The 
neTct morning he discovered 
footprints. They were circular 
and about 5 indies in diameter. 
Inside each there were five of 
what looked like paw marks. 
When he told his classmates 
about the “ghost” he had seen, 
one friend said he might have

seen a UFO, Lloyd, however, 
had never heard of a UFO and 
in later conversations, referred 
to the entity as a UFO! 

Hind learned that a woman 
named Kambudzai, a security 
guard at the Women’s Learn¬ 
ing Center opposite Lloyd’s 
home, had also seen the ghost. 
She reported the “ghost” and 
then refused to do any further 
night duties. Since there was 
no other work for her, she was 
dismissed. Hind said that it 
was important for someone like 
Kambudzai to have a job for 
she was illiterate and had no 
particular training. Aithou^ is 
was a great sacrifice to give up 
her job, she did find another 
position. Kambudzai had also 
heard the clicking sound, went 
outside to check, and saw the 
figure fiom behind. It had the 
attached aerial and its body 
was bathed in rainbow colors. 
Although no craft was seen. 
Hind connects the incident to 
UFO lore. 

Hind ended by saying that 
there must be thousands of 
cases in Africa, all unrecorded 
for the simple reason that the 
witnesses have no idea wliat 
they have encountered or what 
might have happened to them.

Wife 
Carolyn, formerly associated with 
SKYHOOK, will be taking an 
“active role” with the Journal.

Ex-astronaut Believes in 
Alien Arrival 

H e is one of few who can say 
with certainty that there are 
no httle green men on the moon — 
but former astronaut Edgar 
Mitchell is &irly sure aliens have 
crash-landed on Earth. 

Mitchell, the sixth man to walk 
on the moon, called Saturday (Oct 
12) for congressional hearings on 
whether the United States has 
captured alien spacecraft and 
studied tliera to produce new tech¬ 
nologies. He spoke at the Prophets 
Conference, a spiritual carnival 
held at a ranch in Laveen, AZ. 

His talk, called “Contact: A 
Panel Discussion on Extraterres¬ 
trial Realities,” featured the words 
of a man who walked on the 
moon’s surface for more than nine 
hours. 

“When I went to the moon 26 
years ago, it was conventional 
wisdom, religiously and philo¬ 
sophically, that we were still the 
biological center of the universe ," 
the 67-year-old said. “Few, if any, 
thinking, knowledgeable people 
accept that theory anymore. “The 
most likely scenario is that life 
has organized everywhere envi¬ 
ronmental conditions permitted ." 

Mitchell believes that reverse¬ 
engineering has been going on for 
decades under a parallel govern¬ 
ment administration, separate from 
the president and the highest- 
ranking members of the Pentagon, 
and that it has been kept confiden¬ 
tial. 

“It would be best if we indeed 
succeeded in getting a congres¬ 
sional hearing, and we have 
Washington buy into this and 
break this shroud of secrecy that 


has been perpetrated for 50 years,” 
he said. 

In April, Mitchell and Dr. Steven 
Greer, head of the Center for 
Study for Extraterrestrial Intelli¬ 
gence (CSETI), went to Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. Greer said they met "with 
unnamed congressmen who heard 
testimony of some former military 
men who said they dealt vrith 
UFOs. 

But politicians consider any dis¬ 
cussion of alien cover-ups a taboo 
topic and are reluctant to step for¬ 
ward, said Frances Barwood, the 
lone member of the Phoenix City 
Council to ask for an investigation 
into mysterious lights seen over the 
city on March 13. 

“Because of all the ridicule, all 
the harassment, all the Don Rick- 
les-type humor, it makes people 
afraid." said Barwood. 

If congressional hearings don’t 
come through, Greer said, he’ll put 
the top-secret testimony in a 
documentary. 

The conference was, according 
to organizer Jim Dilettoso, “the 
strangest mix of hippies and scien¬ 
tists I’ve ever seen.” 

Mitchell is irked both by those 
who beUeve he didn’t go to the 
moon and those who believe they 
see moon cities in photos. 

"We didn Y meet anyone on the 
moon, " he said. “There is basi¬ 
cally no evidence that there were 
ancient structures on the moon. 
Certainly none at our landing site 
reflected in my helmet, as has 
been alleged. “

-- - Remote Viewing Technology — How Does It Work? by Casey Holt

H ere is a proposed theory on the question of how can a remote viewer zero in on the target even when 
he might have randomly coded coordinates. I think that sometimes, there arc not even coordinates 
given but maybe just a suggestion of "some target". How then can a remote viewer know what to look for 
or where to look. Based on what I have read about the subject, it seems that there could be some kind of 
characteristic energy pattern unique to the target which might get transferred through a series of events 
from the target to the remote viewer. The transfer might take place by word of mouth, by written 
coordinates, or perhaps a photograph of the target area. 

Once the remote viewer has the target energy pattern or "signature," perhaps he can use it to kind of 
home in on the target throught the remote viewing ether. This ether would be a part of reality which can 
connect the target to the remote viewer and allow information transfer to take place. In essence, the remote 
viewer would “follow his nose” toward the target. It would be the same idea as when a dog is given a shoe 
or a glove from a missing person to help get a scent of what to look for — or when a psychic is given a 
piece of clothing from someone who was kidnapped to help “zero in” on the subject. 

Whether or not this kind of kind of energy transfer actually takes place or what could be its form is a 
good question, but this analogy might help when trying to think about the problem.

UFO’s and the Paranormal by Candy Peterson

ne of the major growing pains of ufology has been to distinguish what constitutes the appropriate 
phenomena to delimit the field. Like the example of the blind men touching various parts of the 
elephant and not agreeing on what it is, we have similar honest disagreements in ufology. Not too 


long ago entity reports and recurrent

Most of the evidence about 
“aUen” activities is witness’ testi¬ 
mony. There is so much testimony 
available at this point that we can 
categorize common patterns. [See 
Dan Wright’s Abduction Tran- . 
scription Project report in the ?PP7 
MVFON Symposium Proceedings, 
and many others.] The associations 
we can draw fi-om these patterns 
may be enormously important for 
solving the puzzle. Nevertheless, 
we shouldn’t dismiss the untidy 
details and reports that don’t fit 
nicely into current theories. After 
all, the elephant isn’t completely 
illustrated by showing only the 
expanse of its side that the blind 
majority agrees upon. Analysis of 
UFO and entity reports has re¬ 
vealed alterations over time, pos¬ 
sibly from the evolution of the gen¬ 
erating forces themselves, or the 
witness’ perceptions of them. 

The often-reported modem “alien 
abduction” experience involves; 

1. Involuntary abduction 

2. Medical type examination 


3. Instruction or communication 

4. Return. 

This basic sequence is conunonly 
reported by people who have had 
ncar-death experiences, also, writh 
these modifications; 

1. Apparent death/leaving the 
body 

2. Spiritual examination of life 

3. Communication to go back 

4. Return to body. 

A similar sequence can be de¬ 
lineated for shamanic experiences 
and some other religious ecstasies, 
but this spiritual component is a 
difBcult problem for the purview 
of science. One of the fixqueot 
criticisms of Hopkins, Velikovski, 
and many others is that they stray 
way too far out of their field. Yet 
when singular, “blind” approaches 
haven’t worked, decade after dec¬ 
ade, it would be pmdent to pull in 
additional disciplines to “sec” if 
there’s a bigger picture. 

So although the individual alien 
abduction cases differ in the re¬ 


called d^ls as \vell as entity 
types, the major sequence of events 
remains consistent. This foctor is 
used to point out that humans 
would be likely to come up with a 
multitude of other sequences if 
they were simply imagining h all. 
This compels us to ask why the 
perpetrators follow just one se¬ 
quence? Speculations include; The 
ET’s involved are robotic, pro¬ 
grammed; the beings are bound to 
one methodology for some un¬ 
known expediency; or perhaps 
there is some overarching combi¬ 
nation of specific brain architec¬ 
ture and Jungian archetypes that 
produce these experiences from the 
collective unconscious without any 
extraterrestrial involvement what¬ 
soever. We still don’t know enou^ 
about the originating forces in¬ 
volved in these experiences to 
categorically decide yet. There 
may be a number of causal combi¬ 
nations involved, as well as the 
usual issues raised about self- 
selection criteria in research, pop 
culture influence, and so on. Even 
with the noise and clutter, I say we 
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do have enough credible testimony 
to convince a fair jury that there is 
indeed, a UFO elephant in the 
room! I personally think it, or sev¬ 
eral of them, have been coming & 
going for thousands of years. 

One of the intriguing findings of 
researchers contributing to 
MUFON’s experiencer database is 
tliat the abduction phenomenon 
seems to follow certain families 
over multiple generations — which 
indicates that genetic factors are 
involved, as Budd Hopkins has 
said for over ten years. This has 
resulted in an explosion of relig¬ 
ious and secular ideas of non¬ 
human selection for human traits. 
Less is spoken of the possibility 
that people with similar genetic 
predisposition can somehow gen¬ 
erate the paranormal phenomena, 
or enhance their perceptions be- 
yon d that of th e genefal popula¬ 
tion, In previous generations, the 
“peculiar” femily stories didn’t 
usually center around spaceships, 
but involved other types of para¬ 
normal occurrences. Maybe we 
should re-examine some of these 
oddities that may have been previ¬ 
ously overlooked for the contribu¬ 
tions they could make to our un¬ 
derstanding of “The Visitors.” If 
the various UFO phenomena are a 
culmination or evolution of earlier- 
reported paranormal events, then 
certain “experiencer” Emilies 
could hold keys to the science or 
para-science of UFO’s. [See 
Raymond Fowler’s The Watchers^ 
and Keith Thompson’s Angels and 
Aliens.] 

There are many specific similari¬ 
ties between ufology and several 
paranormal topics. For example, in 
Mysteries of the Unexplained, 
Reader’s Digest, p. 181, tlie usu¬ 


ally short-lived poltergeist type 
activity is “almost invariably 
linked to the presence in the house 
of one specific young person, 
usually an adolescent boy or girl.” 
Furthermore, consider this resem¬ 
blance to the UFO field fiom the 
same book; 

“...investigators have found 
enough instances above suspicion 
to convince them that the polter¬ 
geist is a true psychic phenome¬ 
non, ungovemed by normal 
physical laws. Evidence suggests 
that the manifestations of the 
poltergeist are produced in bursts 
of psychic activity emanating from 
its agent, the one person whose 
presence is always required.” 

Poltergeist activity is described 
as rmexplained forces which move 
objects by simple levitation, slid¬ 
ing, gli ding through the air, being 
trahspofted'to unlikely of irnpos- 
sible places, and changing direc¬ 
tions in mid-flight, all in violation 
of the laws of gravity. These are 
common to both the UFO/alico 
scenarios and the poltergeist phe¬ 
nomenon. Perhaps there is an un¬ 
derlying matrix responsible for 
both, but the ghost hunters have 
hold of a different part of the ele¬ 
phant than UFO/alien hunters. 

Another paranormal example 
similar to reports of “alien abduc¬ 
tion” is the out-of-body experience 
(OBE). [See Out-of-Body Experi¬ 
ences and How to Have Them by 
Robert Peterson, and Raymond 
Fowler’s works about Betty An- 
dreasson.j Both types of experi¬ 
ences can include altered states of 
consciousness, sounds and lights, 
various bodily sensations, entity 
contact, perception of motion 


through space as well as physical 
objects, visiting a fa miliar or un¬ 
known place, telepathic communi¬ 
cation, paralysis, and lapses of 
continuity and memory. OBE’s as 
well as alien abductions often have 
catalyzing effects on the experi- 
encers’ views of spirituahty and 
reality as a whole. There are also 
reports of increased psychic abili¬ 
ties such as telepathy and clair¬ 
voyance involved with both experi¬ 
ences. [See Abduction, by John 
Mack, MD]. 



S cientists, seekers, and experi- 
encers stand to gain firom com¬ 
paring notes on the various para¬ 
normal manifestations of UFO’s 
and aliens, poltergeists, spirit 
guides, OBE’s, traditional relig¬ 
ious figures, etc. There may not 
turn out to be a large central ele¬ 
phant in the room with us, but 
rather a collection of overlEq)ping 
features and coincidences, only 
some of which are UFO’s and ali¬ 
ens. I think the room is big enough 
for many more of us “blind” peo¬ 
ple to be reaching out to grasp for 
our best comprehension of the 
paranormal “elephant”.

A ccording to Funk & 
WagnaUs Standard 
College Dictionary, 
science is defined as: 

“1. Any department of knowl¬ 
edge in which the results of 
investigation have been logi¬ 
cally arranged and systema¬ 
tized in the form of hypothe¬ 
ses and general laws subject 
to verification. 2. Knowledge 
of facts, phenomena, laws, 
and proximate causes, gained 
and verified by exact obser¬ 
vations. organized experi¬ 
ment, and ordered thinking. 

3. An orderly presentation of 
facts, reasonings, doctrines, 
and beliefs concerning some 
subject or group of subjects: 
the science of theology. 

4. Systematic knowledge in 
general. 5. Expertness, skill or 
proficiency resulting from 
knowledge.* 

Obviously, according to the 
third, fourth and fifth defini¬ 
tions, ufology can already be 
considered a science. The first 
and second definitions, how¬ 
ever, are more restrictive in 


that they require “verification” 
by exact observation and ex¬ 
periment. Thus, the question of 
whether or not ufology is a 
science is dependent upon what 
definition you fevor. 

Science today is strongly 
influenced by holistic or unify¬ 
ing tendencies. These inU^- 
tive tendencies are gradually 
creating a new holistic science 
that sees all things as unified 
and organic whole — a whole 
that is greater than the sum of 
its parts. 

The prevailing scientific 
world view, however, contin¬ 
ues to separate things into re¬ 
lated parts and categories in 
order to study them —Just as 
scientists did in the 19th cen¬ 
tury. As a result, science today 
as it is practiced is still fun¬ 
damentally flawed and subjec¬ 
tively implemented. 

In spite of the ignoble and 
questionable efforts of some of 
the most well known UFO or¬ 
ganizations to present them¬ 
selves as scientific, the 
public’s perception ufology 


and UFOs is changing for the 
better and is evolving toward a 
more sympathetic acceptance 
of UFO reports and UFO wit¬ 
nesses. There is no longer a 
question of UFOs being a 
“valid” or “legitimate” subject 
That question really only exists 
in the minds of hardened skep¬ 
tics and uninfisimed naysayers 
who will never be persuaded 
by any number of fects or logi¬ 
cal argument. 

T he majority of citizens in 
the United States and 
other countries now consider 
UFOs to be a serious subject. 
Today, the skeptics and critics 
of UFO reality will more than 
likely be considered either as 
agents of a government UFO 
cover-up or closed-minded in- 
dividuais who refuse to change 
their minds even when the facts 
slap them in the face.

The UFO and alien topics 
seem to come witli a wink and 
a nod toward the assumed 
triviality of the topic. A cou¬ 
ple of offerings are actually 
comic in nature: Calvin and 
Hobbes: Weirdos 


From Outer Space, and, 
from the movie M/.B., wc 
have The Official Agent's 
Handbook which advertises: 
"Find out what it takes to 
protect the Earth from the 
scum of the universe!" 

Very few books seem to 
have really scary subject 
matter. The Visitor has a new 
scries of books to complement 
the television program. K. A. 
Applegate has two extended 
scries of books, Animorphs; 
and Andalite Chronicles. 

These seem to involve shape- 
shifting animal-human heroes 
who seemingly endlessly fight 
the evil Vissers! Interestingly, 
TheJForggttenjJU i».frahi.res_ 
a “Dracon beam” that rips a 
bole in time. 

Willie Bea and the Time 
the Martians Landed, by 
Virginia Hamilton, is 224- 
pages-long. Scholastic’s 
teaser description reads, 
"Martians are taking over 
the Earth! That's what the 
radio announcer said^ What 
will happen when Willie Bea 
goes to see them for her- 
selj? " It sounds just like the 
author used Orson Welles’ 
original 1938 radio version of 
War of the Worlds as the 
take-off point for the whole 
story. I’m not going to buy 
the book to find out, but just 
reading the ad for it might 
help some kids pause to create 
their own mental scenario for 
First Contact with ET’s. 


The last book may not have 
aliens or UFO’s, per se, but 
my guess is that it could be an 
imaginatively fertile spring¬ 
board for sontw kids. Jerry Pi- 
asecki wrote a 128 page book 
called Ketchup Power and 
the Starship Meatloaf 
Scholastic describes it this 
way; "On a mission for 
meatloaf and ketchup (the 
fuel of the future), 5 time 
travelers from the year 6789 
Join a present day sixth grade 
home economics class ." 
Hmmm... Someone should let 
the cattle ranchers know the 
ETs might really have a rec¬ 
ipe for the cow parts they’ve 
been harvesting!

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Interview/Profile: Leah Haley Davenport by Eve Frances Lorgen 


L ast May I attended the 
Stars Over Hollywood 
UFO and Paranormal 
Conference and had the oppor¬ 
tunity to speak with Leah Ha¬ 
ley (Davenport), author of 
“Lost Was the Key.” For those 
of you who are unfamiliar with 
her story, it recotints many of 
Leah’s alien and military ab¬ 
duction encounters up until 
1992. Leah’s public disclosure 
of her anomalous events 
wreaked havoc in her personal 
life, as she liad been threatened 
not to speak publicly about it 
— especially concerning the 
military abductions. 

Leah’s bold and righteous 
character pressed her on to 
come forward with her story 
and tell the truth, despite the 
costs. She helped pave the way 
for other abductees who have 
had similar encounters to also 
come forward. 

The purpose of my interview 
was to get a sneak preview of 
her upcoming book entitled. 
Unlocking Alien Closets. Her 
new book is in the process of 
being completed, and should be 
available sometime in 1998. 
(Greenleaf Publications, owned 
and operated by Marc Daven¬ 
port and Leah Haley Daven¬ 
port.) 

In May of 1991, Leah under¬ 
went a hypnotic regression and 
discovered the extent of her 
alien and military abductions. 
Traumatized and frightened by 
the reality of the threats im¬ 
posed upon her if she “talked,” 
Leah accepted her possible ill 
fate. 


One night, while sitting alone 
and frightened in a motel room, 
Leah read the Bible, and prayed 
as she had never done before, 
asking God for support. She 
felt a serene peace come over 
her, and then began receiving a 
series of telepathic messages 
that took a variety of forms. 

The first arrived as religious 
symbols — a dove, angels, re¬ 
verse swastika, and sunshine. 
Then she began seeing images 
and visions, in full, waking 
consciousness — generally of 
apocalyptic themes. Over time, 
the messages extended into 
prophetic, instructional and 
testing dreams. 

Leah also received verbal 
telepathic messages such as; 
“We are coming in larger 
numbers and nitk greater fre¬ 
quency. You must tell the peo¬ 
ple so they can be prepared, 
not afraid. " Another more 
alarming message was, “Earth 
will meet with destruction ig¬ 
nited by man, a total upheaval. 
Chosen ones have been pre¬ 
selected to insure continued 
existence of the species. They 
are being prepared for adapta¬ 
tion to their new environment. 
There is much work to be done 
for the odyssey to take place. 
Time is of the essence. ” 

When asked to describe the 
silent voice messages, Leah 
said it was like her brain was 
injected or downloaded with 
volumes of information. “/ do 
not hear an audible voice, but 
Just know the information ," 
she explains. She asked the si¬ 
lent voice as to its source or 


identity, and it replied, "The 
Elohim." 

Even so, Leah remains skep¬ 
tical of the silent voice mes¬ 
sages. “But if they are true,” 
she added, “I have a responsi¬ 
bility. ” 

Interestingly enough, since 
that pivotal point in Leah’s life, 
her alien abduction experiences 
have decreased and seem to be 
replaced by something of a 
more benevolent kind. 

She recounts her last alien 
abduction experience of 1995 
in her upcoming book Unlock¬ 
ing Alien Closets. In this en¬ 
counter, she struggles to break 
free from the externally im¬ 
posed trance and screen mem¬ 
ory. 

In my opinion, Leah demon¬ 
strates a sincere and spiritually 
insightful view of her alien ab¬ 
ductions experiences. She has 
been able to transform her past 
negative experiences into posi¬ 
tive tools for growth. While she 
embraces a positive spiritual 
approach to her life experi¬ 
ences, she is still able to ac¬ 
knowledge the shadow. She 
contends that it would be naive 
to believe there wasn’t a bit of 
spiritual warfare going on 
within the alien abduction phe¬ 
nomena. Knowing this, she has 
been able to unlock her own 
alien closets with a more dis- 
cemmg mind. As a result, it 
appears that Leah’s abductions 
has lessened and been super¬ 
seded by an intelligence of a 
higher kind — the Elohim.

The Real X-Files! 

J ohn Carpenter obtained a BA in Psychology from DcPauw University and a Masters in Social Work from 
Washington University in St. Louis. He was Srst trained in clinical hypnosis at the Menninger Clinic in 
1980. John has been a member of the American Group Psychotherapy Association and the American 
Association for Marriage and Family Therapy. Presently, he works for Family Therapy of the Ozarks in 
Springfield, Missouri, providing psychiatric services for a wide range of behavioral problems. 

Carpenter has followed reports of UFOs for 33 years, studying credible accounts and noting patterns of 
similarity among cases. He volunteered his professional skills in studying and treating the human response 
to alleged UFO encounters. He has worked closely with 120 of these cases, often with the careful use of 
hypnotherapy. Serving as National Director of Abduction Research for the Mutual UFO Network, he 
writes the column “Abduction Notes” for ihsMUFON UFO Journal and coordinates referrals to mental 
health professionals nationwide. 

Carpenter has presented the finding of his research at conferences &om Australia to England, on national 
radio shows, television, and in both national and international film documentaries. This includes Sightings, 
Encounters, Montel Williams Show, Tineke and the Paranormal (in Holland) and many r^onal 
broadcasts as well as National Public Radio and Art Bell's Dreamland. He has been interviewed for 
OMNI magazine, USA Today, Time, Women’s World, Japan’s Borderland, Brazil’s UFO, and England’s 
UFO Magazine. He presented sbe papers at the prestigious MIT Abduction Study Conference in Boston in 
1992. Carpenter’s published papers have brought him international recognition and speaking invitations on 
five cdntinents. Beginning in JuneT996,1ie began fitmihg'^and prdTdOcihg research videotapes, inefuding The 
Face in the Window, Aliens Captured in Brazil?, Multiple Participant Abductions, Encounters in 
Australia, Centuries of Contact, and The Light at the End of the Road.

If you haven 7 had the opportunity to hear John Carpenter speak and see his slide presentation, 
you ’re in for a real treat — he's an audience favorite! Don *t miss it! 
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T he rate of UFO sightings has remained steady, and perhaps, has even 
increased during the late summer and early fall. We received a number of 
interesting sighting reports through the website, even more from investigators 
via the grapevine. There were at least two sightings of fireballs, and a number of 
nocturnal lights. Of particular note, we learned of two rather spectacular light 
shows — one in New Brighton, MN and another in Western Minnesota. Both 
involved clusters or structures of light at a moderate distance. What is most 
important, from a UFO investigation standpoint, is that both of these involved 
multiple witnesses. 

The New Brighton case occurred about one year ago. The witness driving 
south on 1-35W during the predawn hours when she observed a bright cluster of 
lights hovering off to the southeast. The assemblage consisted of one larger 
patch of white light with many smaller, brighter, lights maneuvering within it 
and varying in brighmess. She watched this display for five to ten minutes, until 
it disappeared in a rather spectacular fashion — which the witness described as 
similar to a door closing on it. 

The other sighting was in late September of this year, and also late at night. 
This event occurred in a remote area in western Minnesota. The primary 
wimess, alerted by a noise in the front yard, looked out the window to see a 
brilliant cluster of white lights hovering over a nearby farm field. The object 
remained in one place for several hours, then moved over a nearby farm, where 
it hovered some more. Associated with the larger lighted object were smaller 
points of light which maneuvered about. Some of these smaller lights began to 
approach the witness's location, at which point, the witness became very 
frightened and left the window. When the witness looked back a few minutes 
later, the objects were no longer visible. 

In both cases the object was a complicated assemblage of lights, which hov¬ 
ered and somehow seemed to be associated with the witness. In neither instance 
was there any indication of missing time, direct communication or medical ef¬ 
fects. Neither of the witnesses considered themselves to be UFO believers — 
and at least one witness was quite skeptical about the nature of UFOs. Both of 
these cases are under investigation. Stay tuned and check the MN MUFON web 
site for these and other new developments. In the meantime.
